German Gun Used to Bombard Paris 
Was Largest Ever Constructed 

The secrets of the long-range Ger- 
nun cannon that bombarded Paris 
from a distance of more than 60 miles, 
the armis- 
have now been per- 
mitted to leak out, following the re- 
cent death of the inventor, Dr. Fritz 
Rausenberger of the Krupp firm. 

It has been generally guessed that 
the guns were the longest pieces of 
artillery constructed, and new 
information confirms these conjec- 
tures. The length was 36 meters, or 
about 128 feet.
